(On earlier 
occasions it Inis been suggested that there 
were legal difficulties.) 

The decision on milk is a direct result 
of the success of Mr John Silkin, die 
agriculture minister and terror of die 
EEC, in persuading Brussels to pay a 
subsidy on milk for school children lo 
help use up surplus dairy supplies. Tlio 
total cost will he about £17tn of which 
just over £7m will be recouped from the 
Community. Having regard to the furore 
Mrs Thatcher caused when she stopped 
free milk in 1971 the Government must 
he understandably delighted to turn the 
tables. 

It will still depend 011 I.e.a.s taking up 
the offer of free milk and it is conceiv- 


able that some mavericks will choose not 
to do so. As with the change in school 
meals pricing, however, the new milk 
scheme puis no change on the Rate Sup- 
port Grant — in Mrs Williams’s words, 
l.e.a.s “will be reimbursed for the full 
esdmatecl cost of providing free school 
milk fur all children of junior school age 
up to 11 from this September Only 
dedicated niilk-snaichers are likely to 
resist such blandishments. 

Having lived through the fuss of die 
earlier withdrawal, many schools will 
view the return oE free junior .school milk 
with mixed feelings. Mrs Williams herself 
recognizes that tlie doctors ettnnot put 
their hands on their hearts and make it a 
health priority. But she feels strongly that 
in nutritional terms it can provide 
important food for disadvantaged pupils 


who get no breakfast. What is clear is 
that whether children are undernourished 
or obese there is a European milk lake 
and giving children free milk is a sym- 
bolic gesture of caring government. 

The extra money for school building 
does not represent any addition lo the 
building programme but simply recog- 
nizes that some projects which have 
already started are going to cost more 
than budgeted. The extra £40m is to 
prevent the DES and Scottish Education 
Department from having to trim 
future programmes to live within their 
means. 

As for the money for retraining, this 
is die continuation of an existing pro- 
gramme for another year — welcome in 
Itself hut a smull-scnle effort beside all 
the in-scrvice training which is not 
being done.

Blunder hits OU hopefuls 


Cool welcome 
for Budget 

The Chancellor's budget proposals 
received a lukewarm reception from 
most quarters of the education ser- 
vice. The unions were disappointed 
that education would not get a 
bigger slice of the national cake 
and the local authorities were wor- 
ried that they might have to Foot 
the bill for tlie decision to reverse 
tiie school meals Increase. 

Mr Fred Jarvis, general secre- 
tary of die National Union of 
Teachers, said he welcomed the 
limited increase in this year's school 
building programme. H But It is 
wholly inadequate when put against 
the urgent need to replace thous- 
ands of unsatisfactory buildings re- 
vealed by the recent DES reuni- 
on the state «f mu- schools. 

“ The decision to nuike furUtcr 
provision for retraining teachers hi 
shortage subjects is nil right as far 
as it gdos but nguin wc judge that 
against the scale, of teucher un- 
employment. 

“The budget does nothing about 
that problem, the most serious prob- 
lem racing education todny, and in- 
deed the retraining programme is 
not open to most unemployed 
teachers.” 

Mr Terry Cnsoy. general secre- 
tary of the Nutlonal Association of 
School masters/ Union of Women 
Teachers, said tliaL if people wanted 
tax cuts, the Government could not 
increase money on education. "We 
have a corrupt electorate so what 
else can the Chancellor do ? ” 

A spokesman for tlie Association 
of County Councils said lpcnl autho- 
rities would be expecting the Gov- 
ernment to meet tne extra costs to 
be incurred by the proposals on 
school meals and milk. The associa- 
tion welcomed the milk propositi if 
it really did mean it was up to 
l.e.a.s to decide whether to imple- 
ment It. 

Mr Normun St John-Stevns, oppo- 
sition spokesman on education, 
singled out the school milk propo- 
sal for special mention. “ 1 am 
delighted this story hns a happy 
ending ”, lie said. “ Everyone gets 
something out of it : the children 
get their milk, the Labour Party 
has finally kept a promise and .all 
this at the expense nf the European 
Community." 


Hopes of 200 would-be Open Uni- 
versity students have been raised— 
an (| dashed — within a few days. 
After lieins told Iasi week that they 
hud been accepted for a foundation 
course starting next February, they 
are now to be told it wus all a 
mistake. 

And the university Is trying to 
find out how tiie names ' and 
addresses of applicants from Wesi 
London were obtained by an adult 
education college, which made the 
mistake in the first place. 

Mr R. P. Howard, principal of 
the Kensington Institute of Adult 
Education, wrote tu the hopeful stu- 
dents, saying he had been 
1- informed ” by the Open Uni- 
versity that they had been 
accepted for the foundation course. 
He went on to describe a prepara- 
tory course offered by his college 
which the students might find 
useful. 

It was, his letter said, " arranged 
Specially for people who hove been 
accepted for an Open University 
course, and who feel the ueod to 
nequire some skill and practice in 
the techniques of study end to gain 
some background knowledge of the 


subject tliut they will lie studying 
later ". 

Tuition fees were £2.50 for die 
slimmer term which started la si 
Muiidny and sliglqly more far tire 
autumn term. Students were told 
they might need to buy some 
books, but these were not expected 
to he expensive. 

Mr Howard admitted this week 
time his letter was wrong. Hie stu- 
dents bud not been accepted by tiie 
university, Applications are, hi fnci. 
being received until the end of May 
and the university only informs 
successful applicants In August tliut 
they have got places. 

" I’ve made a colossal blunder 
by writing to these people”, he 
said. “ I thought die names 1 had 
been given were of people who 
had been accepted. I've got' the 
job of writing lo them anti apolo- 
gising.” 

Only about half of the 200 
students whose hopes he raised are 
likely to find themselves on .<an 
Open University course next year, 
a university spokesman said. 

Mr Howard would not sny where 
he got the computer printed list 
of applicants' names ond addresses 
But the university is furious at the 
slip-up. 


More in-service courses 


The Open University's aim to estab- . 
lish itself as the biggest provider 
of in-scrvkc training for teachers 
was further advanced this weak with 
the announcement of another three 
courses — in curriculum and assess- 
ment, amt hem utics and reading de- 
velopment. 

Tlie Schools Council is providing 
half die £250,000 which die course 
on curriculum review and pupil 
assessment wilj cost. The course is 
designed for primary straff or secon- 
dary staff doing CSE Modes 2 and 
3 who do not have the benefit of 
the definite curriculum which pre- 
paration for a public . cxriti provides. 


Professor John Merritt, of th® 
Open University's department of 
education, emphasized that it would 
only Ire a foundation course- “ Tito 
real -work must Ire done In the field. 
Each teacher will use the work he 
Is doing with one of his own classes 
as the basis for his studies.” 

The radio and television compo- 
nent will be timed for early evening 
because teachers can get away 'from 
work enrlier titan most other Open 
University students. The course will 
count for a half credit. 

The mathematics course h 
designed for staff taking the sub- 
ject with tire first two years in th® 
secondary level. 


Grant goes up 

The modest revival in the financial 
fortunes of the universities was con- 
firmed on Monday when, Mrs 
Shirlsy Williams, dip Education 
Secretary,' announced that their re- 
current ' grant next. year '.would.be 
£6l9m. . . , ■ , 

She also announced provisional 
totals for grants in the subsequent 
three years: These were ; . £635m 
(1979-80): £648in (1980-81); and 
£670m (1981-82). 

Next year's grant has been cal- 
culated on the assumption that pair 
increases for all university staff will 
rise by. between fi and 10. per tent 
and prices by 6 to 7 per cent. 

However, Mrs Wllbams told tiie 
Commons that the grant might lreve 

to be increased to pay i6t the first , 
step towards Solving- the. university 
teacher's pay anomaly.

Grant goes up 

The modest revival in the financial 
fortunes of the universities was con- 
firmed on Monday when Mrs 
Shirley Williams, the Education 
Secretary, announced that their re- 
current grant next year would be 
T619m. . . . 

She also announced provisional 
ratals for grants In the subsequent 
three years. These were : tG35m 
(1979-80;; £648m (1980-81); and 
£G70m (1981-82). 

Next year’s grant has been cal- 
culated on the assumption that pay 
increases for all university staff will 
rise by between G and 10 per cent 
and prices by 6 to 7 per cent. 

However, Mrs Williams told tlie 
Commons that the grant might have 
to be Increased lo pay for die first 
step towards solving the university 
teacher's pay anomaly- 


It Is now more than five years since tlio Cognitive Research 
Trust (CoRTl set nut to explore the feasibility of teaching 
thinking directly as a skill. There are now thousands of 
teachers in the U.K., Australia, New Zealand and Canada 
who have introduced CoRT Thinking lessons into their 
schools and we have a mass of experience ns to what 
happens when a teacher sets out to teach thinking. The 
success of the project has been achieved on a budget 
roughly one twentieth that of a typical Schools Council 
curriculum project. Thc success has therefore been due 
solely to the courage and perseverance of the teachers 
involved who have had to work in isolation and lacking that 
field support that is so welcome when experiencing the 
doubts of a new field. Unfortunately a request to the Schools 
Council for help with field officers was turned down on the 
dubious grounds “ that de Bono would do it anyway . Tills 
may seem a compliment to me but it is more like an insult 
to education. 

Teachers have nevertheless set out to work on their own 
(assisted in a few cases by . the Leverliulme Research 
Fellow). Some have tried and have given up. Some have 
been successful from the first. But most teachers will have 
had to survive a period of awkwardness in which the tuea 
of teaching thinking directly as a skill has seemed strange 
to them and alien to their plipils who are happier to receive 
knowledge than to practise skills. It has not been unlike 
riding a bicycle. Someone has to convince you that it is a 
good idea. Then there is the awkward period of getting used 
to it. Finally comes mastery and ease and effectiveness.

The Youth Opportunities Pro- 
gramme, the wnrld'xr first compre- 
hensive tuition ii I scheme fur jobless 
School leavers, is now under way — 
after a fashion. Although the 
scheme starred officialiy a fortnight 
ago, it Is now clcur that it will he 
in any weeks before any of the new 
training and work experience pro- 
jects are actually operating. 

Throughout the country, thous- 
ands of people in the education 
service, town hulls, industry, and 
voluntary organizations are busy 
sotting up committees, finalizing 
projects and finding stuff for them, 
drawing up plans— or simply trying 
to find out what they are expected 
and allowed to cla to holn the pro- 
gramme. Not even the Manpower 
Services Commission, which had 
been saying since last summer that 
the programme would start on April 
J, knows what or li<>w much is 
happening.

Handicapped 
boy in legal 
aid row

The case of Dwight Francis, a men- 
tally handicapped boy whom it i.s 
claimed, has gone without education 
for five years, lius still not reached 
the courts. 

MIND, the National Association 
for Mental Health, which Is bring- 
ing tho action as a test case, says 
the Law Society is putting off the 
grunting of, legal aid, an allegation 
tho society strongly denies. MIND 
first filed a complaint about the 
case in January 1976 C'/TvS, May 
1977 j. 

One of the reasons for delay 1ms 
been that Dwight, reached the statu- 
tory school leaving age earlier this 
year. MIND had to persuade the 
society that It could still make out 
a ense that Northamptonshire educa- 
tion authority should be giving the 
boy schooling. 

Mr Larry Gostiu, MIND's legal 
officer, put in a formal request on 
behalf nf the boy's parents lor 
Northamptonshire to eduento 
Dwight up to the age of 19. The 
1944 Education Act reqviires l.c.a.9 
to lay on full-time schooling up to 
19 If the student or his pments 
wish it. 

But the authority replied that 
Dwight had been gening some 
tuition at the county’s St Andrew's 
Hospital and that ho might continue 
to got part-time education if this 
hospital con suit unt and the 
authority thought lie would- benefit. 
In Mr Go s tin’s view, this was a 
refusal of his request. 

By bringing the cose MIND hopes 
to clarify the rights of tho mentally 
handicapped. Mr Gastin argues 
that the handicapped should get 
full-time education in the com- 
munity through Le.a.s.

When 70 parents of children in 
seven middle schools were inter- 
viewed ihcir views about what went 
on boro little resemblance to what 
actually happened. And all the 
schools were particularly concerned 
about parental support. There was 
much contact between parents and 
teachers through notes, newsletters 
and magazines sent nome, open 
days, fund raising and social events 
of every kind. 

Nevertheless many parents were 
totally mystified by tlic curriculum. 
They were encouraged to ask about 
anything that worried them, but 
they did not know how. 

Parents, sold Miss Knight, told 
her i M Wo don’t wunt to bo a nuis- 
ance”, “I feel fooUsh”, and “I 
don't know enough about books and 
teaching methods”. How could the; 
ask when they didn't know wiiut 
they wero asking about? Thera 
seemed to be a significant correla- 
tion between the amount parents 
misunderstood and tlicir suspicion 
nf schools. 

Parents heard from tqacltor* and 
children words like project, topic, 
Fletcher, integrated day, Cuisenere 
nods, Scnoncll and Beta maths with- 
out any idea of wliat they meant.

Thnse (if us who from lime io time 
enjoy lIic privilege »«f writing for 
jsnies iif neivMiupers that may 
never see Lite light uf dav. for 
reasons that are net properly un- 
derstood Tor lack of newspapers, 
may he forgiven a little self-indul- 
gent fantasy. 

After all. if teachers in sellouts 
should decline to superintend the 
eating uf .school lunches, and if 
teachers in universities may threat- 
en not to mark examination papers, 
may not those who reckon that it 
is somehow in i lie general interest 
that science should flourish allow 
themselves the fleeting notion that 
it is nu longer necessary to be 
over -res peel ful uf the iluy-ln-duy 
realities ? 

Here then is my own post-Buster 
offering. 

Readers will recognize that the 
fantasy is more like a dream— a 
wisli-fulfilmem. And — such os they 
are — they will quickly see that the 
dream is so much nt odds with the 
educational system as we luive it 
now, that even to set it out un 
paper may seem offensive to thou- 
sands of honest teachers uf all 
kinds. 

In other words, whnt follows may 
be distressing to those of tender 
disposition — as distressing as it 
would be to usk whether it is right, 
even .if It were possible, that 
teachers should be the sole arbiters 
of what happens in their class- 
rooms, nr that most university 
teachers should be tenured. 

The organizing principle of the 
dream, as T have said, is how best 
tn foster science. The prior ques- 
tion is " What is science ? ” and, 
LeleOlogicnlly speaking, “ What Is 
science for?" At times when news- 
papers are published regularly, 
such questions are of course 
acknowledged to he subversive— in- 
deed, they arc not asked. 

The answers? Equally subver- 
sive. Science is a branch of schol- 
arship, the process uf understand- 
ing reality. Science is even un rm- 
porrant part of scholarship, now .is 
always. Imr recognizing that black 
holes must siiinewliere exist, or 
dial there is an at tribute of manor 
distinct from others which, for 
want uf a hotter name, is called 
charm, are expansions of our con- 
ceptual language entirely akin to, 
say, the recognition by the Greeks 
thut there is something called 
society, and, in the Renaissance, 
that people are people. 

AIT of us liuve bQiiefhed frqm 
the insight that many centuries of 
scholarship have given us — wo still, 
for example, derive sonio of our 
confidence in uur place in the 
scheme uf tilings from that piety 
of scholarship lung since buried in 
(iiitiqiiity (Inn itistiiuiinnullxcd at 
Stonoliengc, thin led tn tho con- 
cept of the equinox. One such has 
just passed.) 

Most of us know, linwevor, that 
most scholarship is mid hint to be 
namfully dull. Were we not 
brought up nt schunl on lulntonl- 
tory tales of Rede's painstaking 
translation ur the Bible? And do 
wo not, pc rh u ns rigliLly, have the 
samo ' regard for., those who, sny, 
design instruments that may one 
day bo lauilched with rockets if 
some government finds the where- 
withal and which will then per- 
haps after the designer Is dead, tell 
us tilings we do not know about 
the distant or— the same tiling — the 
early universe? That is Lite real 
stuff of scholarship. 

Alas, we also know that it Is no 
longer quite like that.

A long awaited salary increase has 
narrowed the watte gap between 
white and coloured teachers to its 
lowest ever level in IS years. 

The 25,000 coloured teachers who 
stand to gain increases of between 
5 and 20 per cent will now earn 
on average 85 per cent of their 
white counterparts' salaries— the 
highest percentage since 1964, when 
the Department of Coloured Affairs 
cut salurics by .10 per cent. 

The new salary scale for the 
46,000 white teachers is a clear 
inducement to further study. It is 
heavily biased in favour of teachers 
with advanced degrees, whose

Second, It will 
provide new money to create public 
servico jobs mid a tax credit 
entitling private employers of 
young und disudvimtugud workers to 
claim $2,000 during the first year 
of employment. Compared wiilt the 
reception given to other presidential 
initiatives, the urban policy has 
been even-handed ly if not wurmlv 
received hy urban leaders and blade 
representatives. 

The urban policy and the new 
education act boili depend heavily 
on the cooperation of state tind mun- 
icipal authorities. 

Two major issues in what is called 
Title I of life legislation are the 
questions of funds for i lie big cities 
in the nnuh of the United States 
und bilingual education, mainly fur 
Uie Puerto Rican and Mcxicun pop- 
ulation.

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Why heads are confused 
about lunch breaks 


Sir,— I refer to the article by Terry 
Casey (March 17) on voluntary 
activities. The vast majority of 
people in the teaching profession 
would accepr iluit the activities 
which have been the subject of 
recent .functions are voluntary. How- 
ever, the article tries to give the 
impression that the issues arc clem* 
and “ black ami white ", whereas 
the real position is somewhat com- 
plicated. Let me illustrate this by 
referring to the following points: 

1. It is not only employers who 
have assumed thnt sonic of these 
activities are contractual obligations. 
I know of members of the teaching 
profession who have, for instance, 
considered that there is mt obliga- 
tion on the part of staff tu attend 
u staff meeting called for immedi- 
ately after school. 

2. Terry Casey rightly quotes 
from the 1968 School Meals Agree- 
ment but what he says only serves 
to reinforce the point that has been 
made by my association for years 
now, namely that the agreement 
needs to be looked at again in a 
very fundamental way. 

Of course, the head anti his staff 
should be able to enjoy tt proper 
uud satisfactory break, hut ihcro 
are many heads who find it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to equate 
their overall ruspoosibility with a 
bald statement that they cun leave 
tho premises wirh children super- 
vised only by unqualified assistunts. 
There ure many, iminy head tou- 
chers In this country who would 
strongly disagree with tltc sugges- 
tion that uctttal supervision of pupils 
can bo taken by non-leaching anciL 
lories who in ninny cases arc quite 
Incapable of handling pupils in the 
absence of the toachiug staff, 

During the recent 1 sanctions . my 
association’s advice has been thnt 
if a head toucher is nimble to satisfy 
himself of the safety and welfnro 
of the children hu should close the 
school. The fact thut ihcro is a 
difference of view between the tea- 
chers’ associations on this issue only 
serves to relnforco the need for a 


fundamental limk at llic sit mil inn at 
midday, ami in particular m the 
1968 Agreement. I cuitttm. accept 
that the NAS-UWT believe tho 
situation to be siiiisfnnory uml l am 
therefore bound to ask why they 
have consistently refused tu re- 
examine the 1968 agreement which 
is now so palpably out of date. 

3. I cun assure tile NAS-UWT 
that the NAHT bus, during the last 
few weeks, resisted pressures on its 
members in a mini her uf nuilmriiies 
where they have tried m force 
heads to keep the scIumiI upi-n at 
midday against their better judg- 
ment. We took a collective dispute 
in Kent mid won it, fnreing the 
authority to back down fmin its 
policy of h insiruciiiig " heads to 
comply with its wishes. 

The headteacher's freedom of 
action and decision at midday is a 
fundamental principle and must not 
be undermined, and we have suc- 
cessfully (lemonsmitud our intention 
to uphold the head's rights in this 
connection. 

(4) The sanctions have thrown up 


a number of problems tltur will Itavo 
to be considered in detail liv my 
association. There is nua particular 
problem that does, however, concent 


us very much, and iii.tr is ihc posi- 
tion of the deputy head There Itavo 
been far too many instances in the 
lust few weeks of heads having to 
leave the premises for perfectly legi- 
timate reasons and being mid by 
their deputies that they have hceit 
instructed by I licir tisMiciti lions not 
to undertake any responsibility at 
midday. One is hound to ask the 
question “ whut is the deputy head 
paid for ? M . 

Let us not pretend that the issue 
is simple und tiiur a teacher's obliga- 
tions start at the beginning of the 
school day and end at the close. Tho 
cuso of Lake against Essex County 
Council seems to have proved this. 
At somo stage built employers and

Not the Working Purty of the TUC, 
whose consultative document The under- 
fives emerged just befoi'e Christmas.- 
Admittedly, their working party was 
mainly preoccupied with working women 
with small children, and, in its unlovely 
phrase, “ an increased participation by 
women in the labour market”. For them, 
it makes the apparently unanswerable 
point that ll is no use legislating for equa- 
lity of pay and employment for men us 
well us women, improving maternity bene- 
fits and insisting on eradicating discrimin- 
ation in job opportunities if, at the sump 
time, provision is not made for their child- 
ren to be properly cared for and educated. 

Not “ low-cost “ provision, but high 
quality care is what these mothers need, 
and hence, the argument runs, it must be 
state controlled, professionally staffed, 
fully integrated between the different ser- 
vices, available on demand, and free oF 
charge. The working party acknowledges 
that this is asking for a lot, but no more 
than is needed, for otherwise “ the advan- 
tages of the rights for women workers 
will be minimised if the provision of 
under-fives facilities by the state is 
inadequate 

Now, although die dqcument does, in its 
last (and undiscussed) recommendations, 
suggest there might \ib a need to re- 
consider work patterns “which take 
account oE the family unit and of the 
various domestic commitments of the 
family ”, here again nobody mentions that 
men have both a responsibility and a duty 
towards the care of their children, or that 
industry, with its assumptions about the 
divisions of labour within family, life, 
needs itself to re adjust to allow for these, . 
The logic remains simplistic working 
women have a problem, working, men 
don’t. So the state must provide. 

The same kind of logic is voiced ih (he 
United States. There, the Women’s Move- 
ment argues that because, from 1948 to 
1973, the percentage of working mothers 
grew from 18, to 44 per cent of. all 
mothers, 26 million children (six nullipn 
under six) have mothers iyha work; with 
fewer than one million day care places to 
look after .them/ The answer s tat* 
funded, ill-day institutionalised care.;.. .

staggering £7.8 billion for “ adequate ” 
care, and up to £10 billions for u “ desir-

The cost of Implementing the Plowden 
Committee's recommendations for almost 
total nursery class provision for four-year- 
olds — -not to mention the TllC’s demands 
for even more extensive state facilities — 
will be considerable, far beyond anything 
contained in the government’s expendi- 
ture plans. The recent DES report, A 
study of school building, estimates that il 
costs £910 a child to build a now nursery 
school or class (excluding land costs), and 
about half that, £380 a place, to convert 
an infant school class for nursery use. 

Just to implement Plowden, therefore, 
would, even on the cheapest basis of using 
“ released ” space in existing primary 
schools to the full for under-fives, amount 
to a capital programme of £200m over and 
above existing plans for nursery expan- 
sion, and a recurrent cost bill of about 
£60m a year. 

These sums would not, even if spent, 
meet the real needs of working mothers. 
It is interesting that the TUC document 
places such emphasis on nursery school 
and class provision, when that so 
blatantly refuses to tackle the problems 
of the workiiig family. A recent suryey 
by the Office of Population Censuses and 
Surveys shows that 10 per cent oE full- 
time working mothers use playgroups 
rather than nursery classes for their 
under-fives, and that, for. women working 
part-time, the use of playgroups rose to 
27 per cent, compared with only 13 per 
cent using nursery schools ol‘ classes. 

These, figures do not necessarily indi- 
cate preferences, and may simply reflect 
provision within pertain area?. Neverthe- 
less,, the data goes, some way towards 
begging some awkward questions from 
the ■' total slate provision " lobby. 

For example, of all niothers.with under- 
fives, only six per cent work- full-time, a, 
figure which has remained consistent for 
many years. This may be induced by lack 
of. provision and job .opportunities, but 
as full-tinie working mothers primarily 
uSe,cIiild-inlhdersi'(21 per cent of all full- 
time : Working . mothers), it .would not 
appear that a lack of; say, day nursery, 
provision .was* in. -itself*, responsible, for. 
this loW figure. <•' . - . .

What is also clear from this data (and 
others in the survey) is that the vast 
majority of mothers of very young chil- 
dren have no ituention of working in the 
first Lwo years of their, child’s life. 
Seventy-five per cent of the OPCS sample 
did not want day provision for their child 
in its first year ; 56 per cent did not want 
any for their child between one and two. 
It is only when children reach two that 
“ demand ” fnr day care builds up- But 
this so-called “ demand ” (and we should 
be cautious about interpreting abstract 
questions about desired provision), even 
for two and three-year-olds, does not 
amount to a full-blooded cry for institu- 
tionalized, professional day care, More- 
over, when mothers were asked whether 
they would prefer to work, given satis- 
factory day care, 70 per cent of those not 
already working said they would prefer 
to stay at home. 

True, there are many mothers who, 
given the facilities, would like to go out 
to work. Yet the mothers of just over half 
t]ie children in the survey would elect, 
whatever the provision, to stay at home. 
And if the provision were available, and 
working mothers followed the present 
trend, most- mothers would network in 
the first two years of their child's life, 
and would subsequently seek part-time 
work to supplement the family budget, 
rather than find full-time tern ploy ment. 

What this suggests as that day ca^e, 
far from becoming a monolithic, institu- 
tionalised monster* should be as flexible 
and responsive to local conditions as pos- 
sible, with' a mix of facilities which allow 
for changes in family circumstances as 
well as for the plain fact — sometimes 
ignored — that children grow older with 
time. A- solid case, you might think, for 
voluntary resources to amplify, extend 
and diversify the statutory seqtur.. 

But the TUC - does not agree. It virtu- 
ally, dismisses playgroups, (of which there 
sire now some. 13)000). as “ cheap alterna- 
tives” to nursery education over which 
the state has no control. “ It is clear that

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c-lie control und support of playgroup 
activities is so insubstantial that there 
can at present be no effective monitoring 
of standard ", i t says. 

This feverish concern for “ high stand- 
ards ’* is, however, discarded when the 
TUC considers comm unity nurseries. 
These nurseries, set up by local com- 
munity groups and parents, aim to 
reflect local views and need for day 
care, as well as providing a flexible 
and integrated provision. What they 
eschew, above all, is external control of 
the kind the TUC demands for play- 
groups. But of community nurseries, the 
TUC recommends that “ local authorities 
might take a more positively helpful 
approach towards [them] ” and praises 
them tor providing “ experimental centres 
where new ideas towards child rearing 
can be developed 

This inconsistency underlines one of 
the major difficulties in the politics of 
day care. The real reason why the TUC 
jue opposed to playgroups lias nothing 
to do with their '* quality ", but is given 
away in a line in the report which states : 
“The TUC has been concerned that many 
of those most active in the playgroup 
movement express hostile attitudes 
towards working mothers.” 

Ill other words, the voluntary sector is 
seen, by and large, ns a lobby for the 
stay-ut-1 10111 e wife and mother, whereas the 
TUC, the Wonien J s Movement and the 
far left is concerned with job opportu- 
nities, equality of pay and conditions in 
work, with state-funded and controlled 
day-cure facilities necessary to make these 
goals attainable. In this confrontation, 
the crucial element that is missing is the 
role of men. 

There is nothing in the TUC document 
about the role of men as fathers. Nor is 
there any mention of tlie father's rule in 
Moyra Bannister’s bald assertion that “ no 
good comes from mothers of very young 
children working”. The tacit assumption 
in both camps is that the industrial nexus, 
which presupposes that women will cither 
look after the kids themselves, nr that' 
the state will provide, if she insists on . 
going out. to .work, must renutin inviolate. 
i: - V The : Sdct that yodrtg' Eatheri niftti tHeir 
.children at the very time when industry 
demands them to work peak over-time 
hours, that the fin uncial pressure on 
young families ensures that children will 
speiu! their early years hardly seeing 
their dads, and that a father's role 
renin ins a marginal one in the business 
of day care, has serious implications. 

When the DHSS/DES Circular speaks 
or services for children “ in the context, 
of support for the family as a whole ", it 
does not have in mind any genuine' debate 
about how the -tasks' of wage-earning and 
parenting are to bo reconciled, or how 
men and women can work out viable 
strategies for mutual support within the 
family system. The discussion within all 
, these reports and documents relates cn- 
, *}r©Jy Ip the *' problem ” of women. The 
OPCS survey .asked hi others what their 
needs and . desires were— the menfolk 
were, of course, unavailable and. -by im- 
pheation, irrelevant to the issue. -

Tbit latest volume in “The Making 
of ilie 20th Century " series, which 
m numbers a dozen volumes, is 
ty (ho Professor of politics at the 
(ipirerslty of Lancaster who was :it 
one rime the Director of the Instl- 
rute of Race Relations. It is essen- 
tially an historical study of race ns 
i factor hi international relations 
and ai such eschews, for example, 
the psychology of sacism and the 
nuny question of defining what 
(ouilltutes a " race " either in bio- 
logical terms nr in common usngc. 
Ill great virtue is its global view- 
point, enabling the reutler to sec 
in a mere 130 pages, the world-wide 
phenomenon uf race in the perspec- 
litt which is so liable to be forgot-, 
kn'iu a preoccupation with imtuc- 
dnle local problems. 

lu starling point is “ The Imperial 
high Noon*' at the close of the 


nineteenth century when the white 
nation-, had virtually cmiipleicd the 
prucuss of carving-up the rest uf 
the world beltveeit tlicin. Behind 
this process lay the white world’s 
unquestioned assumption that white 
was .superior to black, brown or 
yellow. And siipurinr ii undeniably 
was then, if measured by the cri- 
terion the white world had elevated 
ubnve all others ; the proven capa- 
city to generate material wealth by 
using the findings of science. (Did 
someone murmur “Japuii"?) 

At in worst this assumed racial 
superiority was laken, via a con- 
venient reading of Darwin, to 
justify a ruthless exploitation of 
hII " lesser breeds without the 
Law”; nt its best it was seen 
(oven by Queen Victorlu) ns confer- 
ring a “sacred trust”; noblesse 
oblige. Bin either way it was 
universally taken for granted 
(by the whites) und Tinker points 
out lhat even today ir farms nil 
unseen assumption behind much 
white thinking abom race (just us, 
it may he suspected, nge-old usstimp- 
lions almui male superiority SLill 
unconsciously affect tho thinking 
of even the most enlightened mule 
feminists). 


In two chapters Tinker surveys 
the- cliungck which have lukcu place 
in the pBM 75 years, the part played 
by two world wars, the effects of 
Japan's temporary conquesr of 
South I -hist Asia, the dissolution of 
culmiiiil empires in the past 25 
years, i he Civil Rights movement 
in the United Stales and the impact 
of the muss-intinigraiion into the 
United Kingdom. He shows how 
far, throughout, the White versus 
The Re»t conflict has been another 
aspect of the conflict between Rich 
and Poor — but it is also a conflict 
between the Few and the Muny. 

Looking ahead, lie remarks ; “It 
has been calculated that whereas in 
1900 there wus one European for 
every two Asians, by the year 2000 
there will be only one European 
for every four Asians. It is difficult 
not to see this change as pointing 
' to the eventual decline of Europe . 

Tinker docs not disguise that he 
is a liberal in outlook but he is 
admirably objective in his presenta- 
tion whlcli is huth comprehensive 
and succinct. It is also highly read- 
able und spiced with a nice irony 
os when he says, apropos our quota 
system for immigrant entry certifi- 
cates, “ . . . for nuthlng fulfils the 
British conception of orderliness 
more than the spectacle of people 
queueing for some scarce 
commodity.”

His reminders about the 
complexities of concepts, about the 
basis nf the jargon and ilu- cliche-!, 
are imjnu lam. 

• Fur more important Is his dis- 
section 6f the ulicuro — ;und the 
relevance— of discussions of cult lire. 
Tlie book is worth buying lor two 
chapters — on o on education and 
tlie working class, and one mi cul- 
ture mid education. Both show how 
the concept of working-cluss culture 
bus been iriviliulizcd, by Bamock 
mid others. They show how false 
dichotomies have hcen introduced 
iiuo the discussion, and how the 
concept of u common culture hits 
been misrepresented in order to 
prorect an elite view of education. 

At the same time he shows that 
the “ left " has become just as 
imprisoned in misunderstandings 
Hnd misrepresentations, and puts 
Midwinter, and many “ radical ” 
posturers, firmly and rightly in their 
place. Drawing on an interesting 
range of historical and theoretical 
analysis (including Edward Thomp- 
son), lie reaffirms a view of working- 
class experience with the politics 
bock in, nnd a victv of culture in 


which even its "highest" forms 
are rooted in shared values and 
experience. Since the 'dichotomies 
are wrong, since tho view of what 
is ‘•sul»’’ or "enininiin” culture 
bat In-on wi-iiu;* ilirmigli t'liul -.mil 
Luiivis und Uumuck ami into tlie 
current generation uf populist 
writers, Eutwistle points to tho 
wrong deductions Hint have been 
drawn about the curriculum. 

The book ends In a discussion nf 
work and leisure, vocational educa- 
tion and technological innovation 
— ond one wunis it to go tin, The 
argument needs to be conducted on 
the scale of Daniel Bell’s The 
Com in fi of Post- Indus trial Society 
or Thompson’s Making nf the Eng- 
lish Working Class — it has that 
sense of compelling analysis. 
Being more modest in scope it will 
not turn the scules of grand debate 
in their fashion, but it should do 
so by being accessible. Its refusal 
to accept cultural apartheids, dis- 
connected levels of cultural uctivily, 
misleading but persuasive notions 
of common culture ns “ debused ”, 
falsely homogeneous conceptions 
of ** middle class norms ", and the 
like, makes this an impressive 
book. The careful probing of 
illogicalities and confusions make 
it even more so. This is a book 
which should be brought into die 
very centre of educational debate.

Crystal ball gating- used to be a 
pastime : it is now elevnted to a 
science and colled futurist its. 
Society is constantly changing and if 
this rate of chnnge is likely to 
accelerate, then what sort of physi- 
cal education will be (might in the 
year 2000 ? Physical Education— A 
View Towards the Future, explains 
this emerging science of futurist ics 
and attempts to relate ilia science 
of forecasting to physical education. 

Futuristic^ as defined by the 
editor, Raymond Welsh, is “ an- 
organized system of Inquiry regard- 
ing rhe domain of the future ”. The 
book advocates tlmt wc should not 
become mere spectators of our 
destiny but inukc a concerted and 
realistic effort to forecast Tutu re 
trends in a particular subject area 
such ax physical education and then 
lake positive steps lo shape this 


future. The somewhat verbose 
iiiiroductimi devoted to the science 
of forecasting should not deter the 
reader front persevering to mi inter- 
esting mid stimulating luM uu the 
possibilities ahead for physical edu- 
cation. 

A particularly interesting section, 
Psychosocial Forecasts., contains 
plenty of meaty material foe stu- 
dent discussions. Carol o Oglesby’s 
chapter is a good example : site sug- 
gests dint physical education has for 
too long suffered from a stigmatised 
image wIboIi she traces to man's 
lowly attitude to the body compared 
to his reverend})] attitude bo tilings 
of riie intellect. 'Hi is combined 
with our puritanical inheritance that 
play and leisure activities are akin 
to siotii lias had a wounding effect 
on die academic strivings of physi- 
cal education. Her suggestion that 
physical education might throw off 
tins stigma if renamed " agnostic 
and ludic movement studies” cer- 
tainly sounds science fictional, but 
this is -redeemed by some concrete 
ideas for the future structure and 
organization of die subject. 

The advances in teCltnology will 
nor, according to the authors, pass 
physical education by. One result 
win be that the scientific aspects 
of movement will hccomo increas- 
ingly specialised and it will wish to 
disentangle itself from the strangle- 
hold of physical education and align 
itself with the inoToglcai sciences. 
This is already in evidence in tills 
country where courses hi sports 
medicine and exercise physiology 
arc springing up often quite sepa- 
rate from die courses offered in the 
physical education department. Al- 
though annoyingly full of jargon 


this honk, with its controversial 
opinions, makes a valuable ciiniri- 
liuiinii to the .study of physical 
education. 

Fundament til Skills in Physical 
Education is an American text de- 
signed for those who wish tu im- 
prove their own skill ability, for 
elementary teachers supervising 
children in physical activities and 
for physical education teachers. Jt 
has u useful introductory section on 
physical fitness which js more for 
the individual's consumption with 
its details of measuring and improv- 
ing cardio vascular endurance. The 
Four other chunters deal In turn 
with basic skills, ball handling, 
stunts and tumbling, apparatus and 
small equipment activities and track 
and field exercises. Each section 
is painstakingly broken down Into 
a definition of terms and a detailed 
list of suggested activities. 

The book is illustrated wirli photo- 
graphs of youngsters demonstrating 
the exercises, ami, as in so many 
physical education books, the photo- 
graphs do little to enliven die text. 
Teachers will find this book useful 
for reference and primary teachers 
would find the section on ball 
handling helpful for games lessons. 

Aiuiftmiu for Students and Tea- 
chers of Physical Education has long 
appeared oil physical education stu- 
dents' rending lists and now, re- 
named Structural and Functional 
Anatomy far Students at id Teachers 
of Physical Education, jt will con- 
tinue to lie regarded as a standard 
text. This third cditiim has been 
brought up to date by the inclu- 
sion of topics such ns ilia chemis- 
try and physics of muscular work 
and a chapter on musek- injuries.

Doomed 
to failure?

■ The central issue is not one oF 
n^ding a single exam so us to 
mold invidious comparisons or 
Mlucationally unsound practices of 
selection of pupils. Rather it is the 
effect of exums on the process of 
learning and the injustice, or at 
|an the dubious morality, of grad- 
ing pupils within a compulsory 
Jthool system. 

Boih writers criticize the adverse 
effects of the GCE/CSE arrange- 
neat, but fail to take ns problema- 
tic die fuel of exams. The fuilure- 
oi educationists to confront this 
Issue in pny sustained, systematic 
nay is to be regretted. 

The concepts of success and fail- 
ure are implicit in the practice of 
turns, Recent moves to discard 
KTDU such us pass/Enil represent 
no more than cosmetic treatmem. 
Where individuals are measured 
igolnsr . a statistical moan, It is 
ineriiable rhui- hull fall below it. 

Betauso individuals turn out to 
b: different from oi hut's, they are 
crested educational failures. It 


would he as logical m label all 
people below the national average 
height ns physical failures mid to 
allocate them to sociul strata 
accordingly. 

The replacement of die present 
dual system by a .single exam will 
not make any essentia! difference 
for the majority. The SO per cent 
for whom the exam is intended 
will still he differential ly labelled 
ns Crude 1. 2, 3. etc. 

More important, however, up to 
40 per cent of tiic ugc group will, 
by design, eiilior not enter or fail 
to achieve a grade. Wc will con- 
rinuc legally to compel children TO 
enter nn education system from 
which ahem one third will emerge 
as failures. 

The pressures sustaining this ini- 
mical sysicnt are throe-fold. The 
economy requires a stratified work 




force; parents want exam success 
for their children; und teachers 
unquestinniiigly accept testing and 
grading as nn essential ingredient 
of tile practice of teaching. 

These pressures liuei-Hct, but the 
first two are located primarily in 
[he wider society and arc noi sub- 
ject to direct manipulation by 
touchers. However, the third is an 
area in which, teachers might be 
abla to prepare the ground for 
change. 

Exams and testing mid grading 
are seen as un essential device for 
the monitoring of pupil progress. 
On |>syrlin!ogicul grounds they arc 
'considered un important motivating 
factor for the pupil. 

Tlie peilagogicnl argument is 
based on au assumption that there 
is an identifiable body nr know- 
ledge rliaL ought in bc'ncijuired at 


each stage of a child's develop- 
ment. The function of schooling is 
ld ensure pupils acquire that know- 
ledge, but only to the very superfi- 
cial extent required Fur its recall at 
times of testing. That some pupils 
genuinely internalize the know- 
ledge and possess it us their own Is 
a fortunate accident. 

The motivation argument, at first 
glance, appears plausible, particu- 
larly in view of the ovidence from 
schools thut, oil' thu whole, exam 
pupils are butter behaved und mure 
committed to school values than 
Hire uuii-exum pupils. However, the 
motivation Is nnt towards learning, 
hut towards exam success. 

In botli cases, knowledge is con- 
ceived ns external, ns a means ut 
exam success rather than us the 
Internal creation of its possessor. 
This view of knowledge as existing 


independently of the ktmwer com- 
plenients a view of leaching as the 
transmission of Mich knowledge, 
and pervades the world of educa- 
tion. It lends itself to thu practice 
of measurement und evaluation. 

The alternative is a view of 
learning hs Lhe active generation of 
knowledge hv bulk pupil and 
teacher. At u superficial level, it 
appears to differ In tie from thu first 
view of learn i hr. 

However, in its emphasis nn 
active learning, arid nn knowledge 
us produced hy each learner in 
inteructinn with others and with the 
world, it cekhruLcs individual dif- 
ference. not as demeaning fnr tuu 
majority, but us positive and 
healthy. 

This alternative view keeps open 
the specifically human possibilities 
fnr learning, and renders meaning- 
1 less the comparative evaluation of 
one pupil against another. 

It is fnr teachers .as professionals 
to tease out the Implications of this 
! view of learning and of knowledge 
.for the practice of teaching. It is a 
task that might richly repay effort, 
not jusL for pupils bur for teachers 
themselves. 

Is it too much tn jiope that 
serious consideration of the impli- 
cations of exams For education will 
cease to be summarily dismissed ns 
the fashionable but facile attitude 
of radical spoilers, or of well-mean- 
ing, but misguided, progressive 

theorists ? .

For example, criticism from senior 
colleagues reflecting nn a class ten- 
flier’s ** lack »f discipline " will 
concern— even worry — Lhe mucliar 
to- - the oxLent that rimy may 
" tdtigh'en u|>” on their' pupils. In 
such cases, this may only have the 
effect of making the teacher more 
authoritarian, mid may not help 
relationships with pupils, or their 
teaching. 

Other hones of contention Include 
tcaclier-pnpil ' relationships, stan- 
dards of pupil behaviour, quality 
of ii endemic work,' .s Laud nr d of dis- 
play. My point is this: such pres- 
sures are fell keenly by the experi- 
enced teacher — how much more 
mny they cause stress and worry 


in the probationer ? Psychologists 
tell us that slight stress mi un indi- 
vidual will usually increase per- 
form mice ; bin that excess stress 
will will decrease perfot imince. 

This delicate balance between 
" toil much" and " too little " is dif- 
ficult to find. I wuu Id suggest it is 
one of a head’s (whether head of 
school, department or yeur) func- 
tions to assess the minium of pres- 
sure acting on a teacher, and to 
uitcmpr m increase nr decrease it in 
nrcler to iihiuin maximum effi- 
ciency. 

Is ibis asking inn much of n 
head, requiring ns it dues skilled 
techniques In ■ mau-managupiem, In 
assessing situations' and individuals ? 
I do not dilok so. J ask thut respon- 
sible teachers concern thsmsclvox 
particularly with probationers, so 
that they too inuy not be farced 
to take lilts Innumerable slioi'L-cuts 
that many harassed and worried 
teachers (not solely ns a result of 
being over-burdened with work) 
have been forced to adopt in order 
to survive.

The Open University was encour- 
aging the provision of moro explicit 
guidance in associated print 
material and also the production of 
special television programmes to 
demonstrate to students some of 


the skills involved in the use of 
television material in certain 
courses. 

They were also attempting a new 
approach to the making or televised 
case-study mutcrial, which whs meet- 
ing with u lot of resistance within 
the Open University— “ primarily 
because the kinds oF progratnmo 
which wc arc advocating run coun- 
ter to Hcccptcd notions of what 
constitutes 1 good television *. 

“We are arguing that there 
should, for example, be more aca- 
demic intervention In the cuse- 
studles pointing out in advance of 
a film sequence what to look for. 
Film sequences should be repeated 
with academic unulysis in the com- 
mentary. 

"We also believe that the status 
of this kind of material ns ' evid- 
ence ' emild be made more clear 
to students by revenling — at least 
in a limited way — the process of 
programme construction m the pro- 
gramme itself ; reminding its 
viewers that the material has been 
organized and put together for cer- 
tain purposes, and that it is not a 
raw reflection oF reality.” 


The potential of new technological 
developments for programmed 
leurniiig was cntpha-sizc-u lo Lite con- 
ference bv Mr Peter Whitaker, head 
of television ut Birmingham univer- 
sity. 

Viewdata, the Post Office's tele- 
text system, which will be opera- 
tional next year, could be used in 
this way, he said. Students could 
Interact with the computer using 
keyboard operated terminals und 
instructions and questions would 
appear on an ordinary television 
screen in the form of text and 
graphics. 

The videodisc, which con carry 
very large amounts of information 
— It has been described as " an elec- 
tronic filing cabinet” — could also 
be used for programmed learning. 
Stall pictures and television 
sequences could be recorded on it 
to be accessed by a branching pro- 
gramme. 

Mr Whitaker introduced Cyclops, 
the Open University’s own system, 
which is similar to Viewdata. In- 
formation is recorded on an audio- 
tape cassette and fed via a replay 
unit nn to a television screen. 

It lias the advantage, he suid, of 


being extremely cheap. Thu replay 
unit would cost LI5U, but the Open 
University calculated that this 
could be -reduced to £40 if the 
system was bought in quantity. 

After this half an hour's leach- 
ing material, consisting of sound 
phis visuals — text and still and ani- 
mated pictures, could he bought fur 
20p. It could be used ns a remote 
blackboard to link students in their 
homes, for prngrummed learning 
and in libraries. 

NECCTA has changed its name. 
Henceforth It is to be the Educa- 
tional Television Association. The 
change was made, said Mr Laivrie 
Lawler, the new chairman, in recog- 
nition of the fact that closed circuit 
Is a K passd phrase ”, The -differ- 
ences between closed circuit and 
broadcasting equipment and mater- 
ial were becoming more and more 
obscure, 

The new name also took account 
of the international nature of the 
association: tho conference was 
attended by 32 foreign members 
from 1G different countries and 
ninny overseas groups were af Fili- 
ated' to the association.

The Royal Society for the Prcvcn- 
uon of Cruelty to Animals offer 
around 21 sets of slides with notes, 
10 sets dealing with cure of pets 
and 11 on natural history. The 
three under review are produced by 
Tina Hcarne. The photography by 
John Clegg (Amphibians), Roy Har- 
ri? and K. R. Duff (Mammals) and 
Leslie and Roger Jackman nml 
others (Invertebrutcs) is clear and 
attractive; tlte animals are photo* 
grap hed against carefully chosen 
backgrounds for maximum detail 
and sharp outline. 

Invertebrates contains 35 slides 
including some less familiar animals 
such as sea gooseberry and bryo* 
nan. A small set cannnt hope to 


tin justice in micIi u Urge subject 
and there arc important «■ mission^. 
There are no ciliate fir flagellate 
protozoans, no parasitic platyhcl- 
min cites, no ccpltalnpod molluscs 
and only one aruchnid. 

The teaching notes include scraps 
of information about almost every 
aspect of invertebrate runlngy. as 
well hs " lists of points tit be indi- 
cated ” to the class — hardly needed 
by the informed teacher. Scale, 
however, is not always given. 

No one needs the ninny inaccura- 
cies and misprints such as “ Phylum 
Mollusca, Class Crustacea, Edible 
crab ”, or again, referring to arthro- 
bods: “As in the Annelida there is 
one pair of appendages per seg* 
meiit, but these are much more 
specialised than arc parapodia”, or 
lengthy phrases such ns “ high loco- 
niotory ability is usually necessary 
foe a carnivore " — whatever hap- 
pened to fnsc movement? 

Mammals of the. Hedgerow Is a 
different type of collection. With 
the notes, the set is described as

a slide-lecture and seeks to show 
the effect on small mammal wild- 
life of the removal of their habitat 
for farming. Amost any age range 
from junior school children to 
adults ivould find this of general 
interest, or the set could be used 
as part of a biology course to intro- 
duce the complexities of conserva- 
tion. 

The 26 slides show a variety of. 
mammals such as mice, voles and 
shrews, mul views of hedgerows, 
though these arc not very useful 
since the camera is neither near 
enough to show the detail of the

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vegetation, nor tits tone enough to 
show the hedge in relation to sur- 
rounding areas. The notes are full, 
explaining why hedges are removed 
as well as point] n.g out how this 
affects wildlife. 

Some details of the natural 
history of each mammal are given, 
and its size is cither stated or enn 
be gauged from the background of 
leaves or twigs. Altogether, this 
set would make a stimulating basis 
for discussion. 

British Amvhihinns is also a slide- 
lecture. The 29 slides show a 
ran go of frogs, newts and toads. 


including the natterjack. Several 
slides arc devoted to frog tadpole 
development. The notes iuclude 
information on how to rear tadpoles 
as well as some natural history of 
each example. 

The RSPCA’s plea for conserva- 
tion of natural life resources is 
eloquently made r collect for study 
if you must, return as much 
material ns possible to its habitat, 
and above all, do not waste. It 
would iudecd be sod if tlio only 
way of studying these animals was 
through the medium of slides, even 
elegant ones like these.

Africa. 

Some teachers also looked for the- 
first time at the techniques used 
within the Com mo n wealth for teach- 
ing English as a second language. 
Thus tlioy learnt what were the 
basic grammar mechanisms and 
vocabulary needed to function at a 
minimal level in French ; they 
learnt also the value of such par- 
adigms as West’s General Service 
Lint nf Worth. A fruitful cross- 
fertilization of ideas occured.

North of the 
border the recent up pear uncu of the 
Minin report on the curriculum in 
the secondary school oil" ere d an even 
gloomier omlook. It seemed to 
have ignored the DES statement 
just quoted, in recommending that 
the “ inner core " curriculum should 
not Include a modern language, 
despite the constant need to study 
other countries and communicate 
with them — and there was little 
room for manoeuvre outside the 
inner core. 

The STUC, the Educational Insti- 
tute of Scotland mid at least one 
regional education committee, that 
of Lothian Region, had already 
strongly criticized the Munii report* 
though the General Teaching Coun- 
cil for Scotland, primarily a pro- 
fessional registration and disciplin- 
ary body, had expressed support.

The four modules In. the first year 
consist of a Spanish language 
module, a simple linguistics modulo 
and a double modulo which deals 
with the history and geography of 
Europe relating especially to lan- 
guage groups. 

Obviously this double module is 
similar to existing European stu- 
dies courses and also looks at civili- 
sation aspects of our target lan- 
guages. This double module is team- 
taught to a group of two clusscs 
by two teachers. 

The second year modules are slnil- 
inr, but German replaces Spanish 
and the European studies mndulu 
becomes German studies. The lin- 
;«uUt]c* module , remains and it u 
frns module which seems to attract 
; the most interest. I shall try here

We hope, too, that they will 
realize the important role of Man-- 
dard, English and written English in

lingua franca ill the world. 


Certainly they come to sec the 
schism betwoon written and spoken 
English; that writing has to make 
explicit what is implicit in the 
ipoken word, by tone, gesture and 
i shared experience. 

Our look at grammar in year one 
is braked to helping them discover 
the basic structure of an English 
phrase ; noun plus verb plus noun. 
We are indebted to n past student 
on teaching practice for several 
items that we linvo included in our 
course. One of these was tho easily 
remembered “Noun, verb, noun— 
Kin* weati crown ”. Most of our 
pupiiaby theend of the first year’s 
modulo ran at least identify verbs 
Md ran distinguish a subject from 
im object noun.

I add curds with adjec- 
tives mid ask die pupil to insert 
himself into the line. Heavy firing 
or crown ?), metal, cruel, shining, 
golden, elderly.

Kurcly do pupils disagree over 
tho order of die words. Why do 
we agree ? It sounds right 1 How 
do we enable a learner of our lan- 
guage to sound right? Gradually 
they find the attributes of the ad- 
jectives and formulate order-rules 
which we then try out by creating 
sentences generated l>y our own 
rules but using different words. 

Next I bring in as nyany foreign 
dictionaries as I can lay my hands 
on. Two pupils share each daction- 
ury. On tilic overhead projector I 
put a grid with English words in 
tho left-hand column. The Romance 
lnngunges are grouped next — Latin, 
French, Portuguese, Spanish, 
Italian ; tilten come Teutonic (lan- 
guages— Gormou. Dutch, Danish, 
Afrikaans, Swedish. 

I ant unablo to speak a Slavic 
langungo so T refer to this group 
separately, when I talk also about 
the Ugaro-Finnish group as well ns 
about Celtic and Basque. Tlic 
pupils delve into their dictionaries, 
waiting their words on to slips of 
paper which T copy on to die pro- 
jector for all to see. By the time 
the grid is full they discover tlic 
two groups, they seo that English 
Is to some extent in both camps. 

I also introduce them lo Grimm's 
Law and Indicate a system of regu- 
lar vowel and consonant shifts front 
one language lo another, they sea 
the relationship between Sanskrit, 
a ttd modern English. One boy actu- 
ally wrote in an end of unit teat 
“In fact, the Pakistanis were here 
befnro wo were I ”

Another concept which we treat 
in English is that of gender. They 
must realize dm gender has abso- 
lutely nothing to do with sex. "La 
police" and “line sent! nolle ” are 
guod words to show iis examples- 
If they begin to mock these strange 
concepts I always draw their atten- 
tion to the "idiocies of English”. 
Why do wo mark for sex only in 
the third person singular pro- 
nouns? Why is rbe plural forma- 
tion of nouim so irregular? Why 
are some verbs defective ? A short 
attack upon their own language 
doos a lot to make them retlunk 
their altitudes. 

In the last few weeks I teach 
tifcem — through activity where pos- 
sible — the terms first person sin- 
gular and so on. We go on to do 
exercises. What will substitute for 
“ Tito girl, two dogs and a parrot ”? 

Through tho medium of Lntlu or 
Italian I show that in a language 
which is rich In grammatical rules 
there is no need for pronouns 
or articles, moro important that 
Jack and Jill could go only with a 
third person plural verb form. By 
tiho end of this module they can 
nccurntcly place and name the 
various pronouns upon a six-block 
grid which tho language department 
will continue to use for all future 
foreign language work. 

Tho last step is the most- complex. 
Hiolr idea of tense is restricted to 
past, present and future. I attempt 
to get them to tile stage of recog- 
nizing finer distinctions and of being 
able to apply labels t» a wider range 
of tenses. The labels are of course 
those that wo will use for the 
tenses that they will meet in an 
O level language course.

easily by tackling a foreign lan- 
guage in more depth ? Tho answer 
is that no one kno>wa. 

Subjectively I would say that they 
enjoy the course and meet ideas 
about language Which today they 
would never encounter in their 
Engjti&t lessens. Hopefully they 
come to ue Jit Year 3 better equip- 
ped to study a language (their 
third) in much greater depth. 

We arc just beginning to research 
the foundation course. Half of this 
year’s second year will have a 
double module of German language 
and no linguistics. It will he in- 
teresting to see what effect If uny 
this will have upon lheir mirfo nu- 
ance iu French during tin; third 
year.

Dnrli mu ’78 was the year of the riayc- »f projected play ro llie stait- 
executivc actor — clean <ut, well- durd conventions of theatre caused 


Dnili am ’78 was the year of the 
executive actor — clean-cut, well- 
oiled, a trifle unadventurous, abid- 
ingly honest and frequently grim 
New works were of the neat black 
leotard brigade — wlita one foreign 
visitor described as “ Your healthy 
English School of Improvisation *\ 
A galaxy of second wave sixties revi- 
vals proved tliat brittle irony has 
mare durable appeal than some 
would have us think. But it was left 
to the visiting Romanian group, the 
institute of Theatrical and Cine- 
matographic Art, Bucharest, to set 
the Festival alight wldi their own 
compelling version of our Romeo 
and Juliet. 

Bui if nobody actually swung 
from llie rafters or decapitated 
chickens with ritualistic fervour, 
there was much to admire in more 
conventional terms and it would be 
churlish to complain about the stan- 
dard of production. The Living 
Theatre mav be dead, but it will 
take a while to nail the Legitimate 
down. 

The most interesting failure was a 
“ work ill progress ”, Cambridge 
University ADC’s improvised perfor- 
mance The Burning of Carthage — on 
examination of the effects of nucieur 
devastatfon on die lives of a handful 
of survivors. In a desolation oF 
broken walls, bricks and rubble and 
an angry orange sun, faceless crea- 
tures prowl In the shadows like 
scabby lepors amidst die catacombs. 
Fierce images of a land of nsh and 
blackened glass serve ae a reminder 
that CND can never be a thing of 
the past, 

The play features tliree groups or 
Mu-vivors: a commune, tho pirates 
who live by pillage, and a section 
chat continues to ilvo in the past, 
The moral dilemmas of leadership, 
humanity versus the needs of sur- 
vival, often contained tho authentic 
ring of a second Pilgrim Fathers. 
And there were credible per- 
formances from Penny Dwyer, Guy 
Hey wood and lull On Dickons. 

But improvisation requires a 
crucial honesty which the trappings 
of n stage presentation belied. The 
hollow ring of cardboard dialogue 
rilo’s dead.” "Yeah, those things 
happen”) made it hard to take, a 
situation seriously when memories 
of ‘‘Logan’s Run” began to reiir 
l heir ugly houd. The clutter of ideas 
and incidents prevented uny single 
problem from being resolved on 
nny but tho most superficial level 
— as if the company were trying to 
.squeeze oil human experience into 
the mangle. And lids unhappy mar* 


one to admire iliu attempt more 
til mi (lie deed. The result was a 
curiously picaresque mixture of acid 
and icing sugar. 

Other improvised work of n less 
colld sill nature featured Old Man/ 
Telephone from Manchester Uni- 
versity. In a fragmentary picture 
of loneliness, Adriun Edmonson's 
cuvefu'Jv observed performance was 
nut sufficiently inventive to sustain 
its 20 minutes and, as so of ton in 
this festival, theatrical effects 
tended to obtrude rather than 
assist. Do Not Tup on t/ic Cfos? 
(from Manchester also) came 
nearest to combining an etiy 

with perforiTiiiiicc. In tins portrait 
of u young iiiun in the throes of 
ovunis and obsessed by the image 
of ,i iMt-dcvouring snake, post- 
Freudian creepy-cra wiles ace en- 
livened by quotations from 
Coleridge's “Ancient Mariner”, os 
we witness tho pressures building 
up on the hero (played by Lloyd 
Peters). This low key performance 
had an honesty mid conviction 
which fussy blackouts tended to 
obscure. But the clever use of 
five torches and a mirror, together 
with a sensitive Awareties of lan- 
guage, made It nil effective, if 
again fragmentary, experience — 
even though the Image of a ‘‘giant 
maw " never fully captured tho 
imagination. 

noswortli College, Desford, took 
a more light-hearted look at a simi- 
lar theme in Muggins. Symbolized 
ns a dummy punch-bag. Muggins is 
drummed through toilet training, 
hammered through n verltablo 
machine for learning mid out to 
the grotesque competitive Jungle 
euphemistically known as life. This 
presentation was stylish and refresh- 
ing ; the group has a good deul

LAMDA’s documentary 'Cycles 
was un other demonstration of move- 
ment and inline. Sheer discipline 
iind control made up for u loose 
and virtually structureless show, 
which sought to en compass silent 
movies, Wilfrid Owen and tho Tom- 
tit* France. And if that ntriountod 
to n series t>f lollipops, it guvo a lot 
of pluiiMiro ns well, 

A pity there was only one new 
script on show: Bill Anderson’s 
If One Green Bottle — a painful 
. tangle of adolescent memories, of 
dens, park keepers and gangland 
delinquents, ulcohollc fathers nnd 


unrequited lure. Mr Anderson 
delivered his brusque witty lines 
with a harsh anil nervy energy, and 
despiie die heavy-handed (lioiitrlciil 
climax. Ids piece lias a scabby In- 
genuous charm and conviction which 
is hard to resist. 

Mean while amidst die conven- 
tional stuff, there were plenty uf 
large chunky acting parts. Mount- 
ing Who's Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf? may seem n shade liubris- 
tlc in the wake of Elizabeth Taylor 
et nil but Middlesex Polytechnic 
had no such quid ms. in the clean 
nnd sliglnlv cramped MiiToiuuling 
of black and white walls nnd powder 
blue cm- pci (tint exactly u “wonder- 
ful old liuuse “) lack of space pre- 
sented remarkably few problems tu 
Michelle Hint's Martha, a young but 
blowsy harridan, or to ‘the wiry 
energy, of her sparring partner, Iuu 
Wutts's George. 

With u us elfconscious polish the 
ncld rolled like whisky from a still.
